As a guide to the inclusiveness or nature 
of the material indexed, the titles of major 
articles are printed in italic type, short 
items are indicated by an (s), and cover 
prints by (c). 

In using this index it will be helpful 
to keep in mind the nature of the contents 
of Dun’s Review. The magazine deals
